THE BRITISH FLEET. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, Lord 
Selborne referred to the great chanyes in the 
naval position of the world ; Russia had be- 
come & naval power, France maintained her 
building and efficiency, America aud Ger- 
many had evolved navies of equal strength 
and efficiency; Italy stood stil. England, 
he said, merely recognised facts. In at 
tempting a comparison between Great Britain’s 
naval power and that of other nations, 
however, there is much to be borne in mind 
besides numerical strength. Of course, in any 
comparison the number of ships is the chief 


_| consideration—their fighting power and fitness 


or otherwise to operate against the enemy, their 
age, size, armament, speed, and general equip- 
ment for service ; but other questions enter 
into the range of discussion. There is the 
personnel of the fleet, the organisation and 
intelligence of the service, and the power of 
adaptability to circumstances—to get ‘the most

_ possess. Past history teaches us that the vic’ 
_ tory has not always been with the greatest 
‘number of ships, but has been determined 
largely by the personal element, the genius of 
_ the captain, and the worth of his: crew. We 
live, however, in a different age, and history 
| is no longer a safe guide, although the human 
| , element will still count forsomething in the day 
_ of battle. 
| Then there is the work the fleet has to do, 
_ the geographical position of the nations con- 
cerned, the seaboard to be protected, and the 
_ extent to which a country is dependent for its 
life upon its control of the sea. ‘I'he last-named 
point appeals particularly to Great Britain in 
view of her insular position, her great popula- 
tion, and her almost entire dependence upon 
fureign grain for very lite. Napoleon used to 
say that armies moved upon their bellies, 
Everybody does so, and a starving civilian 
population would end a war quicker even than 
armed legions or fighting ships. Starvation has 
ever been a strong weapon of warfare, and it is 
well for Great Britain, therefore, to bear in 
mind that in wheat she grows only a fifth of 
what her people eat. Moreover, it is not only 
| food which mast reach Great Britain’s shores, 
| Raw material must enter her ports, first, to 
provide work for her people so that they may 
have the wherewithal to purchase bread ; and, 
second, to keep her works going, say, in manu- 
facturing steel in its varied forms for the build- 
ing or repair of ships and engines to carry on 
the strugyle. If Great Britain's supplies of iron 
ore, for example, were stopped for a mouth her 
, steel industry would be at a standstill, 
Another consideration is the possession of 
colonies—their extent and liability to attack ; 
their loyalty, and the power they would, or 
could, exert to defend themselves against the 
enemy of the mother country. In this respect 
Great Britain has greater responsibilities than 
other nations, first, because she owns the 
greatest colonies ; and, secondly, because they 
are either surrounded by water or their sea- 
board is extensive. Then there might be noted 
the naval stations possessed by the various 
countries—geographical positions strongly held, 
which tend to strengthen the nation possessing 
them, while weakening the attacking force. 
Gibraltar may be taken asa case in point—a 
position which should be worth a good many 
ships to Great Britain, just as the Kaiser Wil- 
helm Canal is ot great value to Germany, en- 
abling that nation to assemble its fleet in 
either the North or Baltic Sea without going 
round by Denmark, thus avoiding the risk of 
an attack in the Shager Rack and Cattegat. 


THE ASSOUAN DAM. 


Our youthful Cairo contemporary calls 
us to task for our article on the subject of 
the Assouan Dam. Nothing pleases the youthful 
and blows him out with self-conceit so 
juyously as criticising his seniors. ‘Ihen, too, - 
it looks like penetrating acumen to discover 
the identity of a writer, but in this case 
it is surmise pure and simple, and wrong. 
As for our “pernicious and unwarrauted 
statement,” snd our bringing in question 
the good faith of the British Occupation, 
and that, according to our contemporary, 
not for the first time, it may enligiten our 
critic to learn that reclamation of land by 
British capital is the quickest and most 
certain means of enabling peasant proprietors 
to acquire small holdings. Land is so sub- 
divided ‘and so extremely dear in the old 
settled parts of the Delta, that it is only 
by opening up the waste lands of the 
lacustrine region that the rising generation 
can find new homes, and become owners of 
them. We would recommend the reading of 
Mr. Hoyarth’s recent paper on the Nile fen 
lands in proof of this. The young jourualist 
should remsmber that whiist knowledge of 
a subject may place bounds to imagination, 
it will be founda very useful adjunct, if he 
throws down the gauge to a journal accus- 
tomed to weigh well its words, and one of

ORDERLY RUSSIAN RETREAT. 
Loypon, March 22. 
Reuter’s correspondent learns from Gun-

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ABYSSINIAN STATE BANK. 


NATIONAL BANK’S AGREEMENT. 

With regard to the establishment .of a 
State bauk in Abyssinia, we understand that 
the agreement come to between the National 
Bank of Egypt and the Emperor Menelik 
comprises :—(1) the monopoly of banking basi- 
ness for 50 years; (2) the monopoly of 
minting and bank-notes, and (3) the monopoly 
of entrepdts. The capital is to be fuund by the 
National Bank of Egypt as to one-half, and by 
Italian and French financiers as to one-fourth 
each. 

Referring to the establishment of the bank, 
the ‘Fivancial Times” says: The Egyptian 
bank which i: interesting itself in this matter 
is the National Bank of Ezypt, and its associa- 
tion in this enterprise is quite understandable 
in view of the close relationship between it and 
the Egyptian Government. The institution to 
be formed will be a small one, and, asa 
consequence of the commercial .condition.of 
Abyssiuia, must take the character very much 
of a trading institution rather than a bank pure 
and simple. Its objects are semi-political, and 
it is unlikely that it will assume any financial 
importance for some time: to come.

THE UM RUS GOLD MINES.

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THE NEW SECONDARY SCHOOL. | 


(From A CoRRESPONDENT). 


The need has long been felt for another 
secondary school in Egypt. Three already exist, 
yiz, the ‘Tewfikieh and Khedivieh in Cairo and 
Ras el-Tin in Alexandria. But they have 
proved incapable of holding the vast number 
of students, which goes on increasing every 
year, and it is for this reason that the Ministry 
of Public -Instruction lately decided on the 
foundation of a fourth. 

[t seems that the question as to the place 
where it was to be established has received a 
good deal of attention. The Ministry had two 
points to take into consideration, viz., the 
comfort of the students and that of the masters. 

As far as Egyptian opinion can be ascertain- 
ed, the need of the country requires that the 
school should be somewhere within the reach 
of those who have at present to travel some 
twenty or even more hours to get to Cairo. 
Among the students of the Tewfikieh and 
Khedivieh Schools there isa large number 
from the far southern parts of Upper Egypt, 
such as Girgeh, Keneh, and Assouan. It means 
mouey and time tor these students to travel a 
long distance between their native towns and 
the Capital. 

In cousidering thése difficulties we must bear 
in mind that not a small number o1 these 
students have not the means to meet the 
expenses of a Cairo life, added to the cost of 
travel, and accordingly they have to remain 
where they are, simply because they cannot 
be within reach of a secondary school in Upper 
Egypt near their homes. 

Assiout is the right place for such a school. 
Ras-e!-T'in School at Alexandria satisfies the 
needs of the Behera and Gharbieh provinces, 
‘he Cairo schuvols meet the requirements of 
the remaining proviuces of Lower. Egypt and 
the.northern part of Upper Egypt up. to Beni 
Souef. ‘here remains thus the greater part or 
Upper Egypt,from Minieh in the north to Halfa 
in the south, with its dense population of about 
three millions in need of a secondary school. 
Assiont lies in the centre of this region, or 
nearly so; and no less than two or three hun- 
dred students from these provinces find them- 
selves at present within the doors of the 
Sewfikieh and Khedivieh schools. 

But there remains a second point to be 
taken into consideration. ‘This new school 
naturally needs English masters, who would 
feel lonely in Upper Egypt. ‘hey consider it 
a curse to be away from the ‘Turf Club, the 
Ghezireh grounds, the Khedivial bails, the 
Opera House, and the like. It is certainly much 
more convenient fur them to live in Cairo than 
in Assiout ; and this is the second point the 
Ministry of Public lustruction had to take into 
consideration. 

These two points have to be placed in the 
scales, and whichever draws the balance has to 
ba the reason for deciding the place where the 
school is to be built. It seems that the Minis- 
try has already performed the operation, as I 
see in some papers that it has been decided 
that Ghizeh is to be the site for the new 
school. 

If this is true, and I hope it is not, the 
Ministry has made a great mistake. The needs 
of the country and the comfort of four or five 
h indred students, together with their families, 
should certainly outweigh the comfort of five 
or six English masters. A new school at Ghizeh 
would simply mean the enlargement of the 
Cairo schools, without adding to their number 
of pupils. 

Life in Upper Ezypt is not, after all, so 
tiring. Inspectors of Finance and the Interior, 
Irrigation officers, and bank agents live easily 
in the provinces. The Sudan is not more com- 
fortable than Upper Egypt is ; and it is tobe 
remarked that the school is meant for the 
students and not for the masters, and.that the 
Ministry can easily change its decision if it 
has already formed one.

EGYPTIAN COTTON MILLS. 


To tHe Eprror or THE “EaypTian Gazetre.” 
Sir,— The statement in yesterday's “Ga- 
zette,” that owing to the indebtedness of the 
Egyptian Cotton Mills to the Government, to 
the extent of £3,000 to £4,000 for taxes, which 
the company is unable to pay, the mills are to 
be closed, will be very serious reading toa 
large number of investors in this country. 
Your correspondent, “An Old Shareholder,” 
suggests that to save the industry being 
strangled by the countervailing duty, Lord 
Cromer should be approached, but in this case 
I have no doubt that Lord Cromer’s hands are 
tied, and that the only interests concerned are 
the Lancashire constituencies, which, in view 
of the approaching General Election, the Go- 
vernment cannot afford to disregard. Last 
year, we were treated to pathetic etories of the 
wrongs done to Lancashire by the wicked 
operations of Mr. Sully, and of the poor, starv- 
ing mill hands, who were sacrificed as victims 
to the Yankee cotton speculators. But Lan- 
cashire does not consider anything when its 
own interests are concerned, and to please the 
powerful interests of that county, a promising 
Egyptian industry is to be crushed out of 
existence. The time will come very soon, far 
sooner than we reck of, when the pressure on 
the soil will become a very serious question, 
and the fellah will no longer concentrate all 
his energies on agriculture. Population in- 
creases with extraordinary rapidity and land 
is limited. Industrial development will be 
one of the great, perhaps the greatest, feature 
of Egyptian progress in the immediate 
future, and one of the natural industries of the 
country should be spinning and weaving. 
Your correspondent expresses a hope that 
Lord Cromer will be appealed to and will 
hearken to the prayers of this industry, which 
is doomed to die still-born. But Lord Cromer 
hasa double duty. He has not only the 
interests of Egypt to look after, but he is also 
the representative of the British Government, 
and must take his orders from that Govern- 
ment. We all know that he is left entirely to 
his own discretion in regard to internal matters, 
and that the authorities resolutely refuse to 
listen to the cranks and faddists who attempt 
to introduce their pet schemes into Egypt. The 
answers to the questions on Egypt in the 
House of Commous show the implicit confi- 
dence which the Government has in Lord 
Cromer. But when it comes to external matters,
